Maximoffsky, director of the Czar’s 
prisons, thereby carrying out the ven- 
geance of the terrorists upon an offi- 
celal who had become detested for his 
cruel treatment of political prisoners. 

Splendidly dressed and wearing rich 
jewelry, the young woman attended the 
weekly reception given by the genera! 
to official and aristocratic society. She 
waited quietly in the ante-room among 
a gaily dressed throng until! it was her 
turn to be ushered into the general's 
private office. 

Here the general stood, with his tavo 
aides and three secret service officers 
80 disposed as to foil any attempt at 
assassination if it dhould be made. 

SMILES, THEN SHOOTS. 

Calmly walking up to the official, the 
girl, who attracted the attention of 
everybody in the room by her remark- 
able beauty, shook hands with a smile 
and made the usual complimentary re- 
marks. Then she turned as if to leave 
the apartment. 

Suddenly stopping not more than two 
yards from her intended victim, she 
pulled an automatic pistol from the 
folds of her dress and opened fire. 

Before she could be seized she had 
sent seven bullets into the general's 
body. He fell forward on his face. 
virtually lifeless, for he died within a 
few minutes after arriving at the hos- 
pital, without having spoken a word.

Rigozinnikeva’s portrait is in 
that part of the police gallery marked 
“dangerous suspects:" nevertheless, 
she remained for three hours in Maxi- 
moffsky's reception-room unrecog- 
nized. She pretended that her mis- 
sion there was to secure a better diet 
for her brother, who was sick in pris- 
on. It is understood she will be court- 
martialed this week. 

Gen. Maximoffsky was sponsor for 
Gov. Borodulin of Akatul prison, Si- 
beria, the jailor of Miss Spiridonova, 
a girl who was lll-treated by jail of- 
ficials, and Borodulin recently was as- 
sassinated at Pakoff. 

Col. Ivanoff,. governor of the political 
prison at Viborg. who was assassinated 
in September, was another of Maxi- 
moffsky's instruments. The introduc- 
tion of soldiers into the prisons to pre- 
serve discipline was one of the most 
detested measures of Maximoffsky.

AYO GLAD HAND 
FOR OKLAHOMA 


PRESIDENT TO SIGN PROCLAMA- 
TION AS MATTER OF DUTY. 


Chief Executive So Informs Rep- 
resentatives from Prospective New 
State When He Tells Them That 
He Will Attach His Signature 
Saturday, November 16. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Oklahoma will become 4 
State Saturday, November 16. 

President Roosevelt fixed the date to- 
day when the State Constitution was 
presented to him by Gov. Frantz and 
Justice Clayton. 

The appointments will have been an- 
nounced before the proclamation is 
signed, so that the machinery of 
Statehood may begin punctually to 
grind the moment “T. Roosevelt” is 
written at the bottom of the parch- 
ment of proclamation. 

No extended ceremonial attended the 
presentation of the much -disputed 
Constitution. When the President ap- 
peared at 11 o'clock in the Cabinet 
room, the chamber was filled with 
Oklahomans and those concerned in 
the disposition of the Constitution. As 
the President entered the chamber he 
recognized Gov. Frantz, who informed 
him he had come to present the Con- 
stitution adopted by the people of the 
proposed State. The President ad- 
dressed his remarks directly to the 
Governor. His first sentence was: “My 
expectation was to sign the Constitu- 
tion. I Yo not, however, mean by that, 
that I indorse many of the provisions. 
I simply consider it my duty under 
the enabling act.” 

However, he did not wish to be mis- 
understood on this point, and added: 
“] wish you to understand, however, 
that the overwhelming chances are 
that I will issue the proclamation.” 

A learned legal discussion followed 
between the lawyers as to whether the 
twenty days fixed In the enabling act 
fer the President to issue his procia- 
mation means twenty days including 
the day the Constitution was present- 
ed. The learned judges held that it 
did not. 

“That means three weeks from to- 
day, or Monday, November 14," said 
the President, consulting the calendar. 
But then, as if to make assurance 
doubly sure, he said: “I will -issue the 
proclamation Saturday, November 46.”

Soldiers Wear Out Pair of Shoes 

in Exercises—Command at 
Fort Baker Asks That Fifth Regi- 
ment Be Assigned to Him—General 
Conduct Excellent.

WASHINGTON; Oct. 28.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.} Officers commanding at the 
joint coast-defense exercises held 
California, July 5-20, have just made 
their report to Gen. Munoy. Chief of 
Artillery. 

It is noted as worthy of special com- 
ment that every soldier participating 
Wore out a pair of shoes and developed 
such an enormous appetite that regu- 
lar army rations proved insufficient.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—Such 
rapid progress was made today by 
the prosecution in the Ford bribery 
trial that if the defense, adopting its 
procedure in the former trial, declines 
to put in any evidence, the case 
should be in the hands of the jury 
within the week. 

Twelve witnesses were examined to- 
day, all but the last one of whom 
were concluded with—Nathan Seeley, 
cashier of the San Francisco Mint; 
former Supervisors Thomas F. Loner- 
gan, Sam Davis and Daniel G. Cole- 
man; Thomas P. Burns, cashier of the 
San Francisco Sub-Treasury; Eugene 
D. Hawkins, assistant cashier of the 
Mint; Charlies Haggerty, Abe Ruef's 
office boy: Richard J. Fox, formerly a 
chauffeur in the employment of Abe 
Ruef; I. W. Hellman, president of the 
Welle-Fargo Nevada National Bank, 
and a director of the United Rail- 
roads; George Francis, secretary and 
confidential clerk to Tirey L. Ford; 
Miss Celia McDermott, Ford's stenog- 
rapher; and George Wlicutt, secretary 
and comptroller of the United Rail- 
roads. 

Wilicutt supplied the feature evidence 
of the day by testifying—to the un-

“general property tax,” has, in fact, 
become a real estate tax almost exclu-

_.PORCH COLLAPSES. 


Brick Celumns in Which Mortar Hed 
Failed te Harden Yield to Pressure 
of Superstructure. 


The piling of heavy scaffolding over 
brick supports, the motar in which had 
failed to harden, caused the collapse of 
@ great brick and wood porch and 
lobby in course of construction in front 
of. the Hotel Melrose, on Grand ave- 
nue, between First and Second streets, 
yesterday morning. Three workmen 
employed on the building were painfully 
injured, and many of them owe their 
lives to the fact that they had just 
been ordered to the mortar bed when 
the collapse occurred. 
For the past month the men have 
ween busy at work building the addi- 
tion to the Melrose. Great brick col- 
umns, these to be covered later with 
plaster, had been erected. The work 
was being hurried so that it would be 
in shape for the winter trade, but the 
of the wet weather 
rapidity of the work, failed 
to harden. 
Yesterday morning the men when 
they went to work noticed that the 
scaffolding resting on the brick col- 
umns trembled as they stepped upon 
it. They reported this to their chief, 
Contractor A. A. Majors, who was in 
charge of the brick work. After at- 
tending to the placing of heavy sheet 
iron copings on the top of the porch, 
Majors went to inspect the columns. 
The added weight of the guttering 
caused the piligrs to sway slightly. 
Seeing the dangér, Majors ordered the 
men to go to the big mortar bed and 
work over the mortar. hey were 
leaving when the collapse occurred. 
The brick columns, in which the mor- 
tar was green, crumbled up, dropping 
the scaffolding and sheet iron copings 
down upon the workers. 

Majors was caught beneath the 
débris. James Pervine and Adolph 


folding at the time of the collapse, 


débris, and rushed to 
into service by patrolmen. His injuries, 
consisting of numerous lacerations and 
bruises on the head and face, were 
quickly attended to.

MORE HOPEFUL. 


OOKS BETTER 
FOR THE BEANS. 


VENTURA COUNTY RANCHERS 
ARE ENCOURAGED. 


Present Dry Weather Continues 
Large Proportion of Unthrashed 
Ones Will Probably Be Saved. 
Some Authorities Place Loss at 
Not Over Ten Per Cert. 


VENTURA, Oct. 2.—A complete 
change of weather in this county in the 
past twenty-four hours has just 4s 
completely changed the crop outlook. 
What looked like a loss of over one- 
third of the lima bean crop may turn 
out a very much smaller percentage. 
One rancher, Charlies McPherson, who 
resiijes In the Mound district, and who 
feared he would lose all his beans, says 
that with thirty-six hours of present 
weather conditions he will save nearly 
all, even those lying underneath the 
shock and next the grovnd. This is 
the word coming from every rancher 
who had beans out. Some authorities, 
Frank Barnard among others, place the 
loss, if any, at no more than 10 per 
cent. It is definitely figured that the 
loss in any circumstances cannot now 
be more than will be offset by the in- 
creased price of the beans saved. The 
price of beans is now at $5.10 per hun- 
dred, and even better. The loss in 
walnuts will not be so great as it was 
feared, as the present prospect of warm 
and clearing weather will make it pos- 
sible to save nearly all the fallen nuts. 
It will give opportunity and time to 
gather the nuts. 
VENTURA NOTES. 

Don E, Smith, of the University of 
California, who will have charge of the 
university extension lectures, will give 
his first lecture in this city on Monday 
evening, November 5, at the Methodist 
church.

Judgment by Default Is Given in

Upon these grounds the plain- 
tiff has prevented the defendants risk- 
ing trial of the case an its merits, and 
default was granted today perpetually 
enjoining the defendants from creat- 
i a union high-school district.
